Portuguese East Africa, usually from 
35 to 50 feet iu height, and wheu the 
bark is removed, which can be done 
once a year, and natives generally se- 
lect trees of about two feet In diame- 
ter. The natives are not making much 
of the bark cloth nowadays, as they 
are buying cotton cloth .for use in 
place of it. 
It is usually made by 


pounding the bark with flat stones 
and pulling the fiber lengthwise at the 
same time. 
The cloth if pulled with 


the fiber will stand quite a strain,1 but 
If pulled diagonally, tears very easily. 
It Is usually made In sheets, averag- 
ing about ten by six feet. Many 
sheets have holes, and all are patched 
or made of two or :more smaller 
pieces. 


The bark cloth is looked upon by 


the merchants : in this part of the 
world as a curio only. A firm in Mom-

If President Roosevelt"'< can bring it 


about, Congress .will pass a.law to 
prevent discrimination against

tion are pending- In state courts, but 
the more recent case of the' refusal 
of a skating rink proprietor at Platts- 
burg to ad'mit two soldiers in uniform 
which was sustained by Judge Rver- 
tst, of the City Court, has given an 
impetus to the movement set on1 foot 
by the President some time ago to 
Insist that the uniform shall be re- 
spected in all public places. 


An interesting .phase of the Platts- 


burg- case developed today when It 
became known- that Judge Everest re- 
cently wrote the President 
stating 


the grounds1 on which he based his 
decision, amf "maintaining that 
the 


case was not one within, the mean- 
Ing of the bill of rights, affecting the 
question of race, creed or color. 


He frankly expressed the opinion, 


however, that the matter should- be 
taken up by Congress 
and

passed making It an offense to dis- 
criminate against the uniform of the 
army or th'e navy.'
